We have Dr. Presnell’s promise that if elected

•of his private pocket and will not cost the City of 
Sikeston one cent. Dr. Presnell is not in any business, 
therefore he has nothing to sell the City of Sikeston. 
Dr. Presnell will not allow two of his family to be 
placed on the City payroll as the present incumbent 
now has. 
Now, in answer to the circulars passed by N. E. 
Fuchs, in reference to the one headed “For the Public” 
he says that during his administration as Mayor the 
following improvements have been made without plac­ 
ing any added burden on the tax payers: 
He gives himself credit for the extensions to the 
sanitary and storm sewer systems totallig some $9,- 
309.05, but fails to give the National Democratic Ad­ 
ministration credit for the aid it rendered through the 
CWA project. The Alteration plant and additions to 
water systems, $26,836.22 means that it will be that 
much longer before your water rates can be reduced, 
inasmuch as no expenditure of money can be made 
without that money coming from some place. 
Canpital investment, in reference to the Munici­ 
pal Light Plant, $182,000 of which there are bonds is­ 
sued and the sinking fund must be created to retire 
these bonds at maturity. Our hopes are that they be 
retired out of earnings of the light plant, provided 
that the future administrations do not do as the pres­ 
ent administration has done, by taking for the year 
1933 $10,540.30 from the light plant’s earnings and 
turning it into the general revenue fund. 


He gives the administration credit for extending 
Malone Avenue. 
I, personally, as 
president of 
the

We are not bond 
merchants, therefore cannot answer this question, but 
we do know that to conduct satisfactory business it 
has been necessary since the first of January to bor­ 
row on a general revenue bond $10,000 from the Bank 
of Sikeston in addition to, by legal force, dismissing 
its obligation to the Board of Public Works for street 
fighting, city hall lighting and pumping expenses to 
the amount of the above mentioned $10,450.30. Thus 
the present mayor has not held the expendtiures of 
the City of Sikeston through its general revenue fund 
to within at least $20,540.30 of its income, and with 
possibly bills pyable of an unkown quanity still out, 
which appears to us that he has not made such a great 
success of the business management of the City’s af­ 
fairs. 
Mayor Bauchs says that he is against any proposi­ 
tion that will tend to create factionalism, so-he gives 
the pick of the appointive jobs to the Republicans, in 
order that he may keep the City out of politics. 
He 
says that he has been charged with not being a Dem­ 
ocrat. 
In looking through our roster we fail to find 
where he is enlisted as a member of the Sikeston Dem­ 
ocratic Club.

He also fails to men­ 
tion that the reason Robinson Lumber Comuany did 
not supply the material was because the contract was 
not a direct contract with the city but was sub-let 
through Fairbanks-Morse Company to the contractor, 
inasmuch as the City did not have the purchasing of 
this material direct another concern received this con­ 
tract. 
Mayor B uchs says that he is very anxious to be 
re-elected Mayor. Beyond the question of a doubt his 
his present employer, The Robinson Lumber Company, 
his son and his nephew are anxious that he be re-elect­ 
ed for who would not be glad to receive city warrants 
that are payable at par?
